FIREARMS (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE. 

No. 23 of 1926. 

An Ordinance to amend the provisions of the Firearms 
Ordinance, 1922, with regard to the possession 

of firearms bv Reduin Arabs. 


BE IT ENACTED by the High Commissioner for Pales¬ 
tine, with the Advice of the Advisory Council thereof:- 

1. This Ordinance may be cited as the Firearms (Amend- Short Title, 
ment) Ordinance, 1926; and the Firearms Ordinance 1922 
(hereinafter referred to as the Principal Ordinance) and this Or¬ 
dinance may together be cited as the Firearms Ordinance, 1922-26. 


2. Section 5 (1) of the Principal Ordinance is hereby re¬ 
pealed and the following substituted therefor :- 

“The High Commissioner may, by Order published in the 
Cazette, define from time to time the areas within which and the 
conditions under which Beduin Arabs having no fixed abode may 
carry, without licence, firearms of military value and ball ammu¬ 
nition. Any such Arab carrying a firearm without a licence 
otherwise than in accordance with the conditions ol such order 
shall be liable to the penalties prescribed in Section 3 hereof.”
